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Statement of Basis 
for the Lehi City Class IVb Landfill Permit 

 

1. INTRODUCTION 
 
This Statement of Basis provides the rationale of the Director of the Division of Waste Management and 
Radiation Control for issuing the Lehi City Class IVb Landfill permit.  The Director’s staff conducted 
this evaluation to ensure compliance with the applicable Solid Waste Rules.  Matt Sullivan wrote this 
Statement of Basis. 
 

2. FACILITY BACKGROUND 
 

a. Facility Location and History 
The Lehi City Class IVb Landfill is located at 2375 North 300 West in Lehi.  The facility 
received its first permit approximately in 1989.  Prior to this, the landfill was used as the city’s 
general solid waste disposal location for the public. 
 

b. Regulatory History 
The Lehi City Class IVb Landfill received its first permit to operate approximately in 1989.  To 
date, this is Lehi City’s third permit renewal. 

 
3. EVALUATION OF THE PERMIT APPLICATION 

 
a. The permit renewal application (DSHW-2021-006530) was received on April 22, 2021.  The 

application was evaluated and determined complete on May 12, 2021 which included 
documentation and information meeting the regulations for Waste Management and Radiation 
Control.                         
 

4. JUSTIFICATION FOR ISSUING THE PERMIT 
 

a. The Director’s staff has evaluated the permit application as required by Section 19-6-108 of the 
Solid and Hazardous Waste Act and R315-301 through 320 of the Solid and Hazardous Waste 
Rules.  The information provided in the application satisfies all requirements. 
 

5. PUBLIC PARTICIPATION 
 

a. As required by Utah Administrative Code R315-311-3, the Director provided a 30-day public 
comment period between July 27, 2021 through August 25, 2021.  No Comments were received 
during that time. 
 

6. DIRECTOR RESPONSE TO PUBLIC COMMENTS: No comments were received during the public 
comment period.  There were no responses from the Director.  
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
